Canadian Players at Simcoe. With¬ 
out hesitation I can say that the last 
named was easily the one which 
most deeply moved me as an aud¬ 
ience.’’ 

From Rochester N. Y. Drama Critic 
A. J. Warner said "Thank you for 
a great Dramatic experience.’’ 

Other superlatives such as "Mag¬ 
nificent from the Burlington Times 
and Vermont Daily New s, and a "sup 
erb production” from the Trade Pa¬ 
per Variety. These are the comments 
that have followed the 'Company 
wherever they have gone. 

Oiten the most fascinating stori-es 
of Theatrical Production are about 
the props. For Macbeth it was neces¬ 
sary to find eight light weight, well 
balanced swords for the fighting 
scenes. The quest for swords ended 
just outside Stratford In a small fac¬ 
tory which stamps out parts for auto 
mobiles. It was here that the Caua- 
ian Players found factory owner 
Paul Jones highly interested in mak 


ing swords hand forged to specifica¬ 
tions. Mr. Jone’s father used to 
build stage coaches to order and 
like a true son, Paul took up the 
Canadian Player’s challenge. 

When the Players stage their battle 
scene kn ’Macbeth’ they ■will be wield¬ 
ing swords which have been pains¬ 
takingly filed and forged and bal¬ 
anced The handles are carved from 
worn! whirh has he**n Reasoned 
for thirty years, and was originally 
intended for violins. 

It is a far cry from the vast rang¬ 
ing forests of Canada to the terrify¬ 
ing scenes in ‘Macbeth’ where McDuff, 
played by Max Helpmann, fights and 
kills the ill-fated Macbeth, portrayed 
by Douglas Campbell. But the hands 
of skilled craftsman have finished 
this satin smoooth maple wood to 
resemble the weapons of tbs middle 
ages. 

Tho costumes too, were designed to 
blend with tbs spirit of the time of 
the Tragedy, and the entire produc¬ 
tion is moulded into a vital swift* 
moving drama presented by Canada's 
foremost artists. These costumes, de¬ 
signed and executed by one of Cana¬ 
da's most promising designers, Clar¬ 
ence Wilson, winn-er of the 1955 Ty¬ 
rone Guthrie award, are all the more 
effective because of their simplicity. 

When this troupe comes to Ray¬ 
mond. February 1st, it will be an 
evening none of us will forget,- this 
"barestage, shirt sleeve" Shakesp 
eare, stripped of all scenery and 
dressed in only the most elemental
